When asked it be believed in Govern- 
ment ownership and operation of th 
bond-aided roads, Senator Fettigrew 
replied that he did not tbink tbe Gov 
eminent could possibly manage tb 
roads worse than they h»ve been - by 
tbe companies.

ship would do away with the pools 
combinations and discriminations i 
rates which made American railroads 
target for criticism. 


Attention was called to the fact tha 


tbe Government was in danger of losing 
$110,000,000 due it by tbe roads, ye 
none seemed worried by the probable 
loss. 


Morgan said the statements made by 


Pettigrew were tbe most grave charges 
and it was difficult for, a single' mine 
to comprehend the labyrinth of frau 
and rascality connected with tbe sub 
ject of tbe railroad indebtedness to tb 
Government. It is a twin brother tc 
the Credit Mobilier frauds and fatten 
on tbe same system of bribery and cor 
rnptlon. 


These charges against the subsidized 


railroads are made by United State 
Senators in the halls of Congress. I 
is not posssible that such men us Pet 
tlgrew and Morgan would make sucl 
charges unless they are prepared t 
prove them. Should not Congress ap 
point a committee to investigate thos, 
frauds and empower it to send fo 
persons and papers!1 
It is evideu 


that Mr. Reed's branch of the Natioua 
Legislature will not do so.

Suit WBS 
brought in tbe District Court here in 
the name of the State of Nevada for the 
taxes on the assessed valuation.

vettifatioa — those Who Walk Suffer 
Mo*t From Coras—How Sldewalkt Bier 
clM an Important Influence. 
"What snakes corns?" 
' 'If people wonld not walk, they would 
ot have corns," replied the ohiropqdist 
mphatioally. 
' 
The reply was satisfactory as fnr ns it 


went, but it didn't go far enough, and' 
berefore the sufferer, not being able to 
id himself of the pain by riding al- 
ays, walked and pondered. 
He began to notice, when he walked | 
i-one direction on one sido of ».street, 
bat one foot was affected und when 
e walked in the opposite direction that 
he other foot was affected. Tho disf r'ess 
vas in the foot that was to ward the curb. 
Je could not walk ahead awhile and 
hen Walk backward to" relieve the pain, 
because he thought that bo might be 
coked upon as a crank and that such 
Behavior in a public street would be ab- 
nrd anyway. Then he exaniiued' his 
hoes and observed that tha most of the 
wear, was on the outer edges of the soles 
and heels and that the upper, leather 
lad begun to bulge slightly over the 
worn parts of the soles. When.be put 
lis shoes on again, he observed that the 
leather where it bulged pressed on the 
painful area of each little toe. 


With the results of the observations 


n mind, the sufferer proceeded, step by 
step, somewhat painfully at times, to 
ascertain the cause of the effect on his 
shoes. He would not acknowledge that, 
he might 'bs bowle'gged and unable to 
wear evenly the soles of his shoes, and 
nobody who met him could observe any 
unusual deflection from the.ordinary 
Hues of legs. He trod carefully, and, 
without making himself conspicuous 
tried to walk on a level, so.that the 
pressure would bo equal- on the whole 
surface of each sole. His toeing was 
moderate—neither too much outward 
nor too much inward— and at times he 
succeeded in walking as his mind di- 
rected, but usually the distress that he 
winced from indicated that something 
was wrong somewhere. The foot on the 
curb side of the walk was generally dis- 
tressed more than the other. The fit of 
his shoes was fair, and for awbile the 
suffering investigator could not deter- 
mine the reasons for the tendency to 
bulge on the sides. He defied any. one to 
prove that the bottled waters that he 
drank could have an effect On his sys- 
tem that wonld tend to make him edge 
toward the gutter. $uoh an idea ought 
aot to be thought of. 


Going somewhat deeper into the sub- 


ject, boneath the shoes and tho pninjul 
areas, the investigator gave some atten- 
tion to the surfaces on Which he walked, 
and stowed away in his memory the 
characteristics of localities in which he 
believed he had experiences that wore 
painful, more painfnl, and most pain- 
ful, or almost painless. He noticed, for 
instance, when' ho walked across an as- 
phalt pavement from one sidewalk to 
another iu certain localities, that his 
tread was oven nud that he bdd'little' 
pain. The experience suggested that he 
ould generally have relief • by walking 
on asphalt pavement, but he remember- 
od tho arrest of an eccentric pedestrian 
who insisted on having the privilege of 
walking in the middle of the street mid 
decided that he would not risk himself 
In that direction, notwithstanding the 
relief that might be obtained. He no 
ticed also that the distress was less in 
some localities than in others and that 
all sidewalks were not alike. He tried to 
confine his walks to the localities in 
which ho ffilt the least distress, but he 
had to go such a roundabout way to or 
rive at any particular place, especially 
his place of business, tout the plan had 
to bo abandoned. Besides, he never trod 
a perfect route—a route that througboul 
its length had a surfacfi that could he 
paced without pain. At ono point or an- 
other the patient investigator 
foil 


twinges that were almost unbearable. 


Lining up the subject on the best 


route he could find, ho devoted his at- 
tention to the spot or block -where he 
had tho most severe twinges. That cent 
him to the sidewalk, describing the ac 
tion figuratively. He did not drop on 
his knees, although ho had the impulse 
to do that and to howl also, but bo 
stopped at the curb aud thought awhile. 
Ho inferred that his snffcrijijjs were 
greater iu that particular Mock bccimsa 
soiiio peculiarity or influence presentee 
Hsolf there. At first tho tentacles ol 
thought grasped nothing definitely, trai 
as the pain departed from the affectec 
foot, tho powers of vision took hold ant 
tho result was n roveU-.tiou. 


As iii many prcnt discoveries and rev- 


elations, ths cnusoof the effect wr.s very 
simple—the sidewalk had been graclec 
from thohcuso lino to (he curb for goo< 
drainage, and as tho incline 'was a few 
degrees more there th:m in many places 
it was natural that any one walking 
there should tend slightly toward the 
curb. Tho friction of tho soles of the 
shoos on the sidewalk being greater 
than the friction of the feet on tho in- 
ner soles of the shoes, the weight of tho 
body caused the feet to slide sidewise 
in the shoes. The effects on the fee 
were different, and the painfnl effect in 
ono foot am) then the other depended 
on the direction in which the sufferer 
walked. When the right -foot was 
toward the curb, its email toe was 
pressed against the leather and tortured 
while the left foot by maintaining a 
level, the worn edge of the loft shoe be- 
ing abont equal to the degree of the in 
cline, had very light pressure on either 
.Bide. Guided by the-revelation, the suf 
ferer trod Carefully thereafter and |;ep 
clear of slanting sidewalks as frequent 
ly as possible, but in time he_was com 
pelled to acknowledge that the periods 
of relief from pain were far apart, be 
cause the role is that sidewalks should 
slant toward the gutter, and the rule is 
followed generally, and he realized tha 
th'e chiropodist's reply was accurate.— 
New York Times.
